Now that the Panama Canal is in 
use, the steamship companies have 
discontinued the practice of absorbing 
rail charges to Los Angeles and it is 
expected that an enormous amount of 
business will be diverted from the rafl- 
roads to motor trucks. 

Heretofore the freight has been 
handled through the transit freight 
sheds directly from the ship to the 
cars, being sorted and delivered from 
the freight stations in the city. Here- 
after delivery will be made on the 
wharf and it is optional with the skip- 
per whether he takes the freight from 
the wharf by motor truck or have it 
forwarded by rail.

The company has been gathering kelp 
from the ocean during the last year 
and disposing of it to farmers and 
fruit growers as a fertilizer. The com- 
pany has developed a machine which 
harvests the kelp rapidly and on «a 
darge scale. The kelp is cut from 
four to six feet under water. care be- 
ing taken not to disturb the roots of 
the growing plant. It is loaded on a 
barge and brought to the boat landing 
of the plant.

Public Ownership Hours and Wages 
in Japan. 

The eighty-one industrial esta blish- 
ments owned and operated by the 
ow government in 1913 were 
using 3638 motors of 218.734 horse- 
power, as compared with seventy- 
eight establishments using 2761 mo- 
tores of 176,032 horsepower in 1912. 
The number of operatives on March 
31, 1913, was 102,148, and the average 

wages for the fiscal year 1912-13 
were 36.9 cents for men and 14.9 cents 
for women, as compared with 105,842 
operatives on the coresponding date 
of 1912, with average daily wages of 
$7.4 cents for men and 15.4 cents for 
women. The average daily hours of

Unique Welfare Work. 


A rather unique form in welfare 
work has been started in Kannapoltis, 
N. C., by Mr. J. W. Cannon of Con- 
cord, N. C., and is one that has not 
been worked out by another mill. 
This is a home for girls who come to 
the milis alone, and where they can 
go and receive chaperonage of a ma- 
tron employed by the company, and’ 
receive the best of advantages at a! 
nominal cost. 

The house is given by the mill 
company, and is furnished attractive- 
ly at the expense of the company, and’ 
yet the pieces of furniture selected 
are within the limit of any progres- 
sive mill operative and are simple in 
Gesign and the colorings are made to 
harmonize. It is equipped with all the 
modern conveniences, including water, 
electric lights, steam heat, sewer con- 
nections, with running water in each 
room except the three bedrooms on 
the third floor, which were too high 
for the water pressure of the village. 
There are bathrooma, including show- 
er, on both floors. Each bedroom is 
fitted up with single beds, bureau and 
chiffonier, and the bed linen and 
towels are also furnished by the com- 


pany. 

The mill company pays all the ex- 
penses of the biulding, including the 
laundry of all the table and bed linen, 
except the food and fuel for cooking. 
which is furnished by the matron, and 
as a compensation she is to charge 
the girls only $3 a week for board.

surprise and delight of the day a 
quarter of a century ago. William 
Dean Howelis called it a remarkable 
plece of realism. Charles Dudley War- 
ner said it well deserved the sensation 
it created. Mark Twain wrote the 
author a seventeen-page lietter of 
congratulation. Other books followed 
—fiction and descriptions of travel. 

But Mr. Howe's popular and con- 
tinued fame was based on his rare 
skill as a paragrapher. Though the 
Atchison Globe was, and still is, an 
uncommonly good country daily, it 
never would have been heard of out- 
side of Kansas but for its two, three 
and four-line flashes of mental elec- 
tricity. 

Here is one: “After a woman has 
been married three weeks, she doesn’t 
like to have her husband around the 
house in the day time.” And here is 
another: “When a man kisses his wife, 
he doesn’t hang on long in doing it. 
but it is a long, long time compared 
with the peck he gives his sister.” 

I asked him about the old dog 
paragraph in order to learn his 
method. “Oh, my brother had an old 
dog.” he said, “and I used to notice 
him. A neighbor had a young dog 
that was always running around with 
his tail up and his mouth open.” 

Mr. Howe will say that he is 
slovenly. Whether that be so or not, 
he is a very able business man. He 
filled his newspaper with edvertise- 
ments, going out among the mer- 
chants and soliciting the advertise- 
ments in person. It is common know!l- 
edge in Atchison-——a city of some 18,- 
000 inhabitants—that his. annual 
profits run as high as $25,000 and for 
a long time never fell below $20,000. 
He knew every man, woman, child, 
horse and dog in the community. 


STORY OF HIS FIRST BOOK. 

Being the most admired and useful 
citizen of Atchison, his office was al- 
ways crowded with persons who 
wished either to visit or consult him. 
Once a silver service costing $500 was 
ven to him because of his labors in 
behalf of the city. Editors from other 
Places came to Atchison in the hope 
of learning the causes of his success. 
They found that the prosperity of the 
Globe was a entirely attribut- 


able to the individuality of its owner. 

“I wrote ‘The Story of a Country 
Town a’t night,” he told me, “after 
working hard all day in my office. I 
thought it might poasibly lead to au- 
thorship and let me escape from the 
ceaseless drugery that is necessary on 
every newspaper. When the story was 
done, I could not tell whether it was 
good, bad, or just middling. One of 
my friends who read part of the 
manuscript said that it seemed to be 
the work of a tired man. 

“Sent to a publisher, the story came 
back. Neither was the second pub- 
lisher impressed. I had picked out 
the very best houses in the. United 
States; all young authors do that. The 
manuscript made other journeys with 
the same lack of results to myself. 
Funk and Wagnalis respected it rather 
summarily, as I though at the time. 
Mr. Weenallis told me afterwards tha 
he diemigsed the reader who turne 
it down. I was sorry for the reader, 
but I couldn't help thinking that he 
got what he deserved, 

“No one wanted the story and I 
put it into type myself. Big Kelly. 
with whom had worked at the 
printer's case years before, did the 
job. The covers were boucht in 8&t. 
Louls. One thousand copies of the 
book were printed and bound in our 
own office. They were sent around to 
editors and #0 on. I “tlistened but 
didn’t hear much, either in praise or 
condemnation. 

“Then Barney McAuley played in 
Atchison. I liked his performance and 
wrote him a letter and sent him a 
copy of my book. He read the story

“What,” I asked, “are your meth- 


“I have none,” Mr. Howe replied. 
“That has been my trouble; I am not 
systematic about some things. I carry 
a pencil and a sheet of paper in my 
pocket for stray thoughts as they oc- 
cur, but I seldom write them down. 
When I do roughly make a note I 
toll cover the phraseology later until 
the finished sentence or paragraph 
represents my best effort at the time.” 

“When did you begin writing the 
quaint and wise myings which have 
made you famous all over the coun- 
try?” 

“Disapp your extravagance 
with words,” r. Howe answered, 
“T'll say that I have been fooling with 
language ever since I was a boy. I 
used to compose paragraphs while 
standing at the case sticking type. 
My brother Jim and I made speeches 
on subjects between ourselves and 
set them up as we went along. We 
tried to be humorous and otherwise 
entertaining, and that is the way we 
started the Globe. A boy, who be-

HE LOVED BROTHER JIM. 
“Jim was my half-brother. I al- 
ways desired to be good like Jim. He 
ee kind and helpful and every one 
loved him. I thought he was &n ac- 
complished writer, but perhaps 
judgement was wrong. We started the 
Globe without capital and made «a 
living, but the work was hard and we 
had many annoyances. Jim just 
wanted to stay in the office and set 
type, and later to be foreman of the 
establishment. Acquaintances pés- 
| tered him when they met in the street 
and insisted on showing him their 
appreciation. 

“I bought his interest by and by 
at his requ and when I got pros- 
perous I built'him a house. Then he 
fell il] with consumption and I tock 
eare of him as long as he lived. At 
his death I tried to describe what 
kind of a man he was. The article 
was copied widely and I received let- 
ters from nearly every States in the 
Union. Good old Jim! I loved him 
more than I loved myself. Well, that 
is the way we founded the Globe. 

“I began learning the printer's 
trade.” Mr. Howe went on to say, 
“right over there (pointing acroes the 
river to Missouri,) in Harrison coun- 
ty. We had emigrated from Indiana 
in a covered wagon. My father was 
a tall, fierce-looking man and had «4 
long black beard. He was a Methc- 
dist preacher and moved out here to 
evangelize this part of the nation. 
Though a minister, he was good ait 
business, considering his opportuni- 
tles, and we lived in a frame house 
soon after settling in Missouri. Father 
also built a frame church, dcing all 
the carpenter work and ring 
himself. 


“There were a good many southern 
Methodists in this vicinity. The feel- 
ing between northern Methodists and 
southern Methodists was very bitter. 
When the Civil War came on I 
thought it was a contest of the two 
wings of the church.

“Plank thought he would convince 
my father and I guess my father 
thought he would convince Elder 
Plank.

Jim and iI 
were taken to town the next morn- 
ing. I was 9 years old. had learned 


was 5 years old, and had gone to 
school trregularly while on the farm. 
Standing on a bex, because I was not 
tall enough to reach the case, I be- 
gan my career as a printer. 

“T was a lazy boy back in the coun- 
try, and my father would give me a 
very large task and whip me if it 
wasn't done by a certain time. Go 
IT got tn the habit of working rapidly. 
I carried the practice into typeset- 
ting. and soon developed into a re- 
markably fast printer. At the age 
of 18 I hit the trail for other regions.” 

RAN AWAY FROM HOME.

him is a supply of seed of the Queens.

The tree 
grows like that of the pecan, but is 
evergreen. Dr. Webber brought about 
two dozen seeds of each of two verie- 
ties of this nut to the station. 
_ “Tt don't believe in bringing great 
loads of new varieties to this country,” 
he says. “A dogen or two seeds 
should give us a chance to determine 
whether or not the variety has eco- 
nomic value in this country. Handling 
just a few of each kind, the station 
men have better chances to pay close 
attention to developments as time 
goes by.” 

Next in importance among the new 
things brought in is the monkey-pod 
tree, a leguminous plant which is by 
all odds the finest shade tree in Ha- 
wali. It grows up quickly, rich and 
green, with a final spread of from 1596 
to 200 feet. It derives its name from 
the peculiar pods it bears. Another 
shade tree seed obtained is that of the 
Cassia Nodosa, which is ranked among 
the .finest in the islands. It is c4m- 
monly called the golden shower. Seed 
of the pink and white was also ob- 
tained.
